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A Bookstore From the Customer’s 
Point of View 


Barbara Birkhoff 


Lhe Observations of One Regular Book Buyer On Her Experiences 
In Bookshops, With Conclusions Thereon 


S an habitué of all bookstores, espe- 
A cially those which are liable to 
contain interesting second-hand 
books, and as a faithful reader of the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly, 1 would like to make a 
few comments where they will be seen by 
the booksellers about the point of view of 
the prospective purchaser. 

A window display of some sort is un- 
doubtedly fundamental. It should, I think, 
be designed especially to catch the eye of 
the intelligent, well-educated passer-by 
with a weakness for books. When a pur- 
chaser has anything definite in mind, he is 
apt to go to the nearest store and buy it 
regardless of display windows. Most of 
the world cannot be interested anyway, 
except perhaps around Christmas time, and 
almost any attractive looking window will 
lead the woman in search of a novel into 
the store. But the unwary bibliophile, 
who knows his weakness but thinks he can 
stand the temptation of a mere display of 
books, is the very person to be first stopped 
and then inevitably lured into the store by 
a window that attracts his attention. From 
my point of view, I am much more apt to 
enter a store with a few well-chosen and 
well-bound second-hand books on display 
mingled among new ones, including $1.00 
reprint editions; than a store exhibiting 
only new books, and unleavened second- 
hand books usually look dingy. The store 


which contains a sensible combination of 
new books, cheap old ones, and expensive 
old ones for gifts, good editions, and so 
forth is logically apt to make more sales 
than the store with only one of these lines. 
And it is my opinion, derived from long, 
sad experience, that booksellers make a 
larger proportional profit for their second- 
hand offerings than they do for their new. 

When once the purchaser has entered 
the store, if his eye has been caught by the 
window but he still feels he does not wish 
to buy anything unless it is very special, 
it is time for the proprietor to be wary and 
stalk his prey quietly and absolutely unob- 
trusively like any good hunter. If a sales- 
man startles the prospective purchaser by 
an abrupt inquiry of what he wants and 
can he be helped in any way, he is apt to see 
his foolishiness at ever entering the store 
when he had nothing in mind, and to flee 
as rapidly as he can. As for the purchaser 
who has entered with a definite request in 
mind, a second or so of waiting won’t dis- 
turb him, and he can always find a sales- 
man by looking around. But if you are 
either a professional bookstore prowler or a 
lover of books with a guilty feeling that 
you should not be where you are, there is 
nothing so annoying as to be hounded the 
minute you enter a store by an over-zealous 
salesman. ‘The proprietor may feel an- 
noyed that you have come into his store 
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just to look around, but it is a great mis- 
_ take for him to act as if he were. He 
should realize that most frequenters of 
bookstores have learned to their cost that 
if they are left to themselves, they buy a 
few dollars worth of books every two or 
three times they enter a store. And every 
little bit counts. 

If I am unfamiliar with the bookstore 
and after I have been looking around for 
a few minutes,—if then a salesman comes 
up to me and asks me what I want, I be- 
gin to appreciate his offer of help. But 
my appreciation would be a great deal in- 
creased if once in a while the salesman 
had a really accurate knowledge of the 
layout of his own store, of the books it con- 
tains, and of literature in general. I col- 
lect literary letters; most salesmen appear 
stunned when I ask them if they have any 
such in their store. ‘They have denied that 
they have any books of letters so often, 
when lying on the nearest table in plain 
sight would be perhaps the Letters of 
Henry Adams or of Charles Lamb, that I 
have come in desperation to ask for biog- 
raphy. Many people with hobbies similar 
to mine, in that they are obscure and un- 
usual, have this same difficulty. To keep 
on looking for a book after a salesman has 
said he doesn’t have it is often fruitless 
and always annoying, and yet I have done 
it so many times with satisfactory results 
that I never feel safe unless I go ahead 
or unless, of course, the salesman is un- 
usually competent. 

And even if the salesman has the intelli- 
gence to direct the prospective purchaser 
to the correct shelves, said purchaser never 
has the comfortable feeling that he has 
seen everything in his line that the book- 
store has to offer. I have never yet found a 
bookstore where the books were ail ar- 
ranged in their proper places and under 
their proper categories. This is especially 
true of second-hand bookstores. The pur- 
chaser like myself with a definite interest, 
even though he allows himself to be lured 
into a bookstore, is often in a hurry, and 
while he will buy if he sees anything of 
special interest, he won’t have time to comb 
an entire shop for what he wants. It takes 
at least half an hour to glance over a dis- 
orderly row of shelves even hastily, and only 
about fifteen minutes over an orderly one. 
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Even when the shelves show some attempt 
at classification, there are usually overlap- 
ping fringes, misfits, and books actually 
far out of place,—which create no con- 
fidence on the part of the purchaser, 

Most salesmen are capable of handling 
a simple request, but if you ask them for 
an unusual book or one they have never 
heard of before, although it may be fairly 
well known to the high-brow portions of 
the world, it takes them a long while to 
understand and go about finding it. Often 
you can discover what you want while you 
are waiting for the salesman, or else you 
have to supervise personally a search over 
the whole store, and this insistence is apt 
to aggravate the tempers of both yourself 
and the salesman. 

Then, if the salesmen had a fairly good 
idea of literature as a whole and an excel- 
lent one of contemporary publications, they 
could often be very helpful in answering 
questions about what book to give on what 
occasions and to whom. After all, there 
are books to suit every age and kind of 
person and every pocketbook, and yet when 
I wish to find a suitable present for a war- 
like little boy of ten or a schoolgirl of 
fifteen at about a certain price, I can 
squeeze very few definite suggestions from 
the salesmen. For some reason they are 
wary of recommending. Perhaps if they 
were more sure of their own knowledge 
and opinions, this complaint would be 
eliminated naturally. And then when I 
say two dollars, I don’t want to waste my 
time being shown handsome gift editions,— 
the reverse difficulty never has to be met. 

In general, however, bookstores are a 
delight. All of them would be financial 
successes if only they could realize that 
customers will lure themselves on to their 
own destruction and against their better 
judgment, for books aren’t like clothes,— 
you never need a new book as you need a 
new pair of shoes,—and people who like 
books find them an extraordinarily tempt- 
ing luxury. All the salesman needs to 
apply are a few very light but sure and 
accurate proddings. Merely saying that 
such and such a book will be sold by to- 
morrow if you don’t take it now does not 
count. It is all a question of giving the 
customer enough rope with which to hang 
himself.

STOCKY, hatless woman stood 

on one of Los Angeles’s busiest 

sidewalks, arms folded across her 
chest, squinting into a large book display 
window in front of Bullock’s department 
store. People surged past her, crowded in 
front of her, or elbowed her forward. The 
woman did not move an inch—unless abso- 
lute necessity demanded. 

Instead, she stood intrenched, intently 
absorbing the effect of the window and ap- 
parently weighing carefully the value of 
every object in it. When she was sat- 
isfied, she ducked quickly into the store 
and walked with long, assured strides 
many hundred feet down the length of the 
stationery department and through the ex- 
tensive book space to a door, at the end, 
marked “private.” Here, without knock- 
ing, she turned the knob and entered. 
Here, her own sanctum swallowed her and 
gave her the privacy she must have to carry 
on her already huge book business. 

This woman was June Cleveland, man- 
ager of Bullock’s Book Department, Los 
Angeles, and, one of the best-known book 
figures on the Pacific Coast. 

Thirty-one thousand Southwest dwellers 
receive written communications from her 
monthly. Thirty-one thousand individuals 
know from a printed post-card sales talk 
each month, what June Cleveland advo- 
cates in books each month. Thirty-one 
thousand people realize that by signing the 
post-cards and marking a cross after one 
or all of those recommended books, they 
will be in touch with June Cleveland’s 
excellent book judgment. 

Naturally, thirty-one thousand do not 
all sign, but many thousand do, and many 
more thousand call at the store. 

In her Inner Sanctum June Cleveland 
pulls from a drawer a pack of these re- 
turned post-cards and discusses them with 
vou. Here is one from Hollywood request- 
ing “You Can’t Print That,” and “An 


Anthology of World Poetry”—a nine dol- 
lar order. Here is another from Hondo, 
California, a mere lighthouse station, or- 
dering, “Elizabeth and Essex,” and “All 
Quiet on the Western Front.” From San 
Francisco comes a group of crosses totalling 
fifteen dollars. Small places like Mon- 
rovia, Fullerton, even Chula Vista are re- 
presented in these orders and large places 
also are registering their postmarks. 

People, no matter where they live, like 
to have terse, trustworthy book advice, in 
printed form. The following items from 
a business card prove the terseness and 
the trustworthiness of June Cleveland’s 
monthly book advice, along with a cath- 
olicity of taste.

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People like the ease with which they 
may order books from Bullock’s, by. merely 
making a cross and signing their names, 
then dropping the self-addressed card 
down a mail chute. This is proved by 
the deluge of returned cards, cards’ not 
only from out-of-the-way places, but from 
Hollywood, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, where bookstores fairly overlap one 
another. Further analyzing these cards— 
it is possible over a period of-a year to esti- 
mate more or less the tastes of one’s 
customers. 

After the orders have been filled, filing 
these returned cards under their specially 
indicated tendencies, furnishes an ideal 
classification list for a buyer: Not only 
that, it cam help her as a buyer’s key:' And 
June Cleveland says it actually does play 
a big part with her. 

What she has done in her past eight 
years of skilful management of Bullock’s 
book department has been to create schemes 
—use her’ own head—plotting original, 
valid sales promotion ideas, and Bullock’s 
directors collaborate with her. They fur- 
nish secretaries, stenographers, order clerks 
to help her carry on her plans, such as the 
building up of a mailing list of thirty- 
one thousand names. 

But June Cleveland warranted this 
backing: from the start she did not send 
out indiscriminately a list of helter-skelter 
titles to possible buyers; instead, she stud- 
ied the customers with whom she had to 
deal and chose as diversified a group of 
current books as she could find, in every 
instance, books in which she herself be- 
lieved. She then succinctly defined them 
in post-card space, and Bullock’s sent the 
cards out. On the return of the cards, 
the order department filled them and sent 
them back to Miss Cleveland. She, her- 
self, has always made it a habit to study 
painstakingly each return. For from these 
returns she says she is able to gamble on 
the amount of her future business. 

Further and beyond her mail order 
acquaintance with the people of The 
Southwest, why is June Cleveland out- 
standing in Pacific book circles? Once a 
month in Bullock’s auditorium, seating six 
hundred people, she stages as dramatic a 
book conclave as can be promoted any- 
where. In a luxurious room, hung with 
stately velvet draperies and fine tapestries,

on a large, well-arranged platform, the 
electrifying Mrs. Jack Vallery, well-know:, 
lecturer, talks about the best in modern 
literature. She chooses a central theme and 
fits current publications to this theme. She 
is perfectly delighted to choose any theme 
or any book in which June Cleveland feels 
Los Angeles would be interested. For in- 
stance, she once recently felt Los Angeles 
should know better that charming book of 
1922, “The Cheerful Cherub,” and with 
Mrs. Jack Vallery piquing Los Angeles’ 
literary taste with a recital nibble of ex- 
tracts from the book, Bullock’s book de- 
partment registered an immediate sale of 
2,500 copies: 

With the same -dramatic shrewdness 
with which her monthly Saturday morning 
lectures are staged, where six hundred at- 
tend and from three to five hundred are 
regularly turned away, June Cleveland 
dramatizes her book windows. She takes 
one theme always, and uses the fewest 
possible number of objects essential to ex- 
plain that theme. ‘Then she employs color 
with effective restraint. 

That day on which she was glimpsed 
hatless, squinting into her window, she 
was judging her own pictorial conception 
of “Soldiers March.” The -scene was 
night. Night blue was the back drop, and 
black wooden figures-of dog-tired soldiers, 
moving against this blue black drop, 
formed the basis of the theme. In’ the 
foreground, a few grim war articles fur- 
ther augmented the despair of the scene: 
gas masks, pistols, canteens, and a lone 
pipe lent the individual pathetic touch. 
Copies of the book itself, with a photo- 
graph of the author, Theodore Freden- 
burgh, said the rest. The entire spirit of 
the book was epitomized simply, sadly, 
and dramatically. People were stopped by 
the color and moved by the momentary 
stark effect. What more could the book 
itself tell them? 

Inside her store, June Cleveland always 
has something worth while to say, and her 
attitude towards people and things is 
straightforward, without the slightest pre- 
tense. 

I met her one day in the shop; she sud- 
denly picked up two books and began to 
talk. 

“T always try to vitalize books for 
customers. I try to give to the books 
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definite personalities. This book is one 
distinct thing; that, another. With all the 
strength in me, I try further to vitalize 
these books for my clerks. I almost use 
a sledge hammer in my endeavor to pound 
‘nto them that it is the thing inside the 
book that counts—not the book as a com- 
modity; that the book exudes some partic- 
ular quality, and it is the understanding 
of that particular quality, the liking of it, 
and the recommending of it to a customer, 
which will usually sell the book.” 

She continued: “In these days of hard 
times, I feel I have saved my department 
in three ways: Through my mailing list; 
through my sale of modern firsts; through 
mv dollar books. 

“IT develop my Modern Firsts through 
stressing the pride of owning first copies of 
books of merit, and the future worth to be 
derived from such ownership. I bring out 
the point that few families in the past 
have left behind libraries that would add 
one cent to the value of their estates. 
Whereas, careful selection at the time of 
purchase might have caused an accumula- 
tion of a representative group of books 
worth a large sum—not only representa- 
tive as to title, but as to format. To have 
some masterpiece in its first modest make- 
up—this is not only money in the pocket, 
but distinction for one’s library. 

“T stress, also, the point that no book- 
seller, unless he or she is a prophet, can 
infallibly pick a winner in Modern Firsts, 
but certainly a reasonable number of 
permanent ‘livers’ can be suggested to war- 
rant a substantial investment. 

“This past year I took 2,500 advance 
orders for “The Woman of Andros’ alone. 
This kind of turnover is a help, you will 
admit, in these days of depression. 

“Another immense help now is the dol- 
lar book. However, the fact that any 
book is a dollar is not what I stress. Who 
cares that so much ink, paper, and buck- 
ram may be had for a dollar? No one. 
But the thing that is cared about is the 
fact that some masterpiece—either modern 
or of the past— may now be had at the 
amazing price of one dollar. For years 
‘The Story of Philosophy’ had been 
talked of glowingly. People always meant 
to read it. Yet its initial price was 
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formidable to many. Now—wonder of 
wonders, it is within everyone’s reach. 

“With this great opportunity to offer 
my patrons, I have sold 10,000 copies of 
dollar books since last January. 

“Some people connect good merchandis- 
ing in books with selling books cheaply. 
This is not my idea of a real merchandiser. 
My idea is of a person who knows his 
public and who plays up to that public 
successfully. To me, Dr. Rosenbach is 
the greatest merchandiser of us all. 

“It is just as easy to sell a fifty dollar 
edition of “The Canterbury Tales’ as it 
is to dispose of a dollar volume of some 
masterpiece, that is, provided you have in 
mind the proper candidates for each 
volume. 

“When business becomes a trifle dull, 
then I cast about frantically in my mind 
for more selling ideas. Recently one came 
to me after I had been talking with a man 
who said he was working too many hours 
at his job to have time to read a book. 

“I said to myself, ‘Any man who is 
so controlled by his job that it rules him, 
cannot be good at that job. His mind 
must be dull and rusty or he could execute 
his work in the average eight hour day of 
work,’ 

“This idea obsessed me so that I got in 
touch with a good newspaper and wrote 
an editorial on the subject. I called it 
‘Dying at the Top,’ mentioning the fact 
that people did not wear out, they rusted 
out, instead. I then inquired: ‘Have you 
been to a theater lately, or to any form of 
good entertainment? What have you read 
to give you new ideas?’ I followed this 
with suggestions of stimulating books, such 
books as ‘A Preface to Morals,’ “The Art 
of Thinking,’ ‘Why We Behave Like 
Human Beings.’ Then, I laid emphasis, 
not only on the stimulating effect of a 
good book, but the real cultural develop- 
ment to be gained. It was remarkable the 
way we increased the sale of that particular 
kind of book.” 

In leaving June Cleveland, one thinks 
of her as a kind of human dynamo 
equipped with the most delicately wrought 
mental machinery, capable of turning out 
at least one constructive thought a minute, 
and if pressed at all, two.

Staple Stock 
I N spite of the fact that the public has 


in recent years been so avid in its in- 

terest in new books, new subjects and 
interpretations of old subjects, and in spite 
of the fact that this tendency has meant a 
decreased passing demand for many good 
old books, still publishers report that the 
repeat orders for books whose reputation 
has been well established and the con- 
tinued printing of books that have found 
their public, are the things that have helped 
to keep the red out of the year’s balance 
sheets and continued to make publishing 
the satisfactory profession that it is. Some 
publishers deal wholly with staple items 
and are able to do a very satisfactory busi- 
ness by good merchandising. 

Bookstores, large and small, have the 
same experiences. The largest bookstores, 
that pretend to be bookstores, must meet 
the demands made upon them for reference 
books and books of facts, for standard 
poets, standard novelists and the like, 
while smaller bookstores find that popular 
reference books and little handbooks and 
gift books are an important part of their 
business. 

In order to supply a means for the in- 
terchange of ideas for merchandising such 
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books and for reporting stories of success- 
ful activities in this field of publishing the 
Publishers’ Weekly is establishing in the 
second issue of each month a special de- 
partment on selling Staple Stock, of which 
this is the first issue. Booksellers have 
been very prompt and enthusiastic in their 
approval of the idea; many have sent in 
suggestions, and the editors will be glad to 
pay for any good idea or contribution com- 
ing from retail stores. In response to the 
editorial announcement that the depart- 
ment wanted stories of real selling activi- 
ties and of merchandising successes, pub- 
lishers have sent in scores of ideas from 
which to build this department. The 
Publishers’ Weekly has always been inter- 
ested in reports on bread and butter books, 
but its editors enter into this planning of 
a special department devoted to these books 
with great enthusiasm, believing that it 
offers the opportunity to take up this im- 
portant aspect of bookselling at a time 
when booksellers are re-evaluating all their 
different departments, when stocks are low, 
and when it may be particularly advan- 
tageous to put merchandising pressure be- 
hind books that need to have and should 
have their place in every home library. 
We hope that these twelve special num- 
bers will supply a whole volume of good 
reading for the thousands of readers of 
the Publishers’ Weekly. 


Better Distribution 


S someone has aptly phrased it, “The 
problem of the machine age is not 
the production of goods but the 

production of buyers.’ For some time 
students of American business have been 
emphasizing this fact; the government, for 
example, through its Department of Com- 
merce, has been adding the field of dis- 
tribution to its regular census studies. But 
the last year’s slump has done more than 
anything else to secure full public appre- 
ciation of the problems of distribution. For 
years American business had concentrated 
on production, on improved machinery, on 
consolidations to increase output all in a 
general effort to make quantity production 
an American byword. ‘Too few of the 
brains of the country were studying the 
difficulties of distribution. Gradually it has 
became more and more evident that pro- 
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ducers have to be newly alert to distribu- 
tion needs lest their efficiency in production 
clog the channels with oversupply. 

In the book publishing field printing and 
binding machinery has reached such a stage 
of efficient installation that three books 
can be turned out for every one that has a 
market created for it. The publishers’ 
association When organized ten years ago 
appreciated this situation and turned the 
attention of its special committees to in- 
creasing the market, while at the same 
time giving what help it could to improv- 
ing the outlets. A continued emphasis on 
distribution must be a keynote of the next 
few years,—the emphasis on the smooth 
flowing of a product to its outlet. 

The impulse to buy a book is being in- 
creased by scores of educational agencies, 
and the chance to buy a book must now be 
made more convenient. This problem does 
not merely mean the number of outlets, 
but it very emphatically involves the quick 
and economic flow of books to each exist- 
ing outlet. Nothing so quickly dampens 
a customer’s interest in book purchasing 
as to find there is some difficulty in secur- 
ing the book wanted. A man who has be- 
come persuaded that he ought to have a 
good book of synonyms on his desk but 
then cannot find such a book at the 
first store visited is apt to lose his interest. 
If he decides that the family needs a new 
atlas but finds that the bookstore’s supply 
of atlases is temporarily exhausted, he may 
not get around to the purchase for some 
time. Even good order taking is not a 
substitute for having stock on hand, where 
its physical appearance adds to the impulse 
toward ownership. A bookseller who has 
a real conception of the reading interests 
of the public he is serving will see that 
books are on hand in the bookstore when 
they are wanted. Such a dealer is a steady 
reader of trade and literary papers. He 
must on the other hand control the prac- 
tical problem of how books can reach his 
shop economically and quickly, to keep his 
stock at the right level. 

Nothing is so likely to balance dis- 
tribution and production as good book ser- 
vice, and good book service depends on 
many elements that need to be coordinated 
and improved. 
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Reading and Hard Times 


EPORTS have been coming in 
R from public libraries to indicate 
that unemployment has the effect 
of increasing the demands made on library 
collections, and a cable to the New York 
Times brings this same report from Eng- 
land. ‘The ill wind of financial strin- 
gency,” says the dispatch from London, 
“has had a stimulating effect on reading, 
as can be proved from the statistics of pub- 
lic libraries. When money is scarce for 
the theaters or talkies, then the joys of an 
armchair and a book are discovered.” 


A Well-Loved Bookman 
[v= O’CONNELL won for

Every bookseller into whose shop O’Con- 
nell came bringing the story of the Stand- 
ard Dictionary and of the other Funk &

occasions of friendly re-acquaintance with a 
most lovable personality. What better ex- 
ample has there ever been of book com- 
petition on a high plane of mutual respect 
than the work of “Harry” Baker of the 
Merriam “Webster” and “Dave” O’Con- 
nell of the “Standard,” both of whom 
have now passed on? 

The qualities that endeared him and 
brought him esteem in the booktrade he 
carried with him into Congress, and this 
respect from his colleagues added greatly 
to his effectiveness as a legislator. When 
the news of his passing was received, 
words of keen regret were heard every- 
where in the offices of fellow Congress- 
men. Over the roof of the House Office 
Building, against the bright skies of the 
closing days of the year, the flag floated 
at half mast for Dave O’Connell of Brook- 
lyn. In the booktrade, too, our flag is at 
half mast in tribute to an honored and 
well-loved friend. 
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Librarians Propose to Enter 
Book Publishing 


T a meeting of the Council of the 
A American Library Association in 
Chicago, a report was submitted 
by the Committee on Book Production call- 
ing on the A. L. A. to add the publishing 
of general books to their activities. To 
quote from the report: “This suggestion is 
made because of the fact that publishers 
are abandoning the literary classics, which 
belong perpetually in every library, to 
lapse into cheap editions unworthy and un- 
fitted for library use. American librarian- 
ship is now denied proper books because it 
is unprofitable to produce them.” 

The recommendation is that the A. L. A. 
reissue such books, thus demonstrating book 
production in all its appropriate physical 
requirements for library use. To this end 
printers, paper makers and binders have 
already been enlisted to attempt to demon- 
strate the feasibility of the plan. Later the 
A. L. A. might secure subsidies for the re- 
printing of many valuable scholarly works 
which publishers have abandoned, but 
which every library of consequence must 
always preserve for students from whom 
the books have now been withheld because 
they are out of print and irreplaceable. 

This was considered a preliminary report 
and a more adequate presentation is to be 
made at the general Conference at New 
Haven in July. The Committee submit- 
ting this recommendation includes Edward 
F. Stevens, librarian of Pratt Institute 
Free Library, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Dr. Pierce 
Butler of the Newberry Library, Chicago; 
Ruth §. Granniss of the Grolier Club, 
New York; E. Cockburn Kyte, librarian 
of the Queens University Library, King- 
ston, Canada; Jacqueline Overton of the 
Westbury Public Library, Westbury, L. I.; 
and Nathan Van Patten of the Stanford 
University Library.

plete and exacting budgetary con- 

trol. It is not necessary to go into 
such fine detail in a small shop. If the 
buying policy is based on buying what the 
customers want and on being always in a 
position to reorder any book that sells well, 
budgetary control of inventory will take 
care of itself. 

How many times should the stock turn? 
Three times is a fair turn. Not exces- 
sively slow and an attainable figure. This 
means that if a business of $30,000 is done 
a year the stock will average $10,000. 
Naturally the stock will be heavier the 
first of December than the first of January. 
With a business of this size the stock 
should be about $7,500 during the year 
except during the three fall months— 
October, November and December. At 
that time the inventory could safely reach 
as high as $12,500 but not exceed that. 
After December 15, it should be at $10,- 
000 or less and at December 26, at $6,000. 
No matter what the size of the business 
these ratios can be used. 

If the manager will keep his stock under 
this amount and still have sufficient quanti- 
ties of fast selling books—there is no need 
of elaborate budgets. He will be better 
off without them. A clean moving stock 
is better than a budgeted slow-moving 
stock. By keeping the record of inventory 
daily as outlined in the chapter on account- 
ing, the manager will at all times know the 
stock situation. Some months there is a 
profusion of titles and the stock will go 
over the mark set. Then the next month 
there will not be so many new titles, and 
the inventory will sag below the figure 
given. 

The control card by titles will be help- 
ful in watching every title in the stock. 
The manager must be conscious of the im- 
portance of watching his stock—both tlie 


[oo retail shops have very com- 


aggregate and the individual titles. Every 
title must be on display. ‘The stock room 
(which should be obsolete except as a re- 
ceiving and shipping room), should be neat 
and orderly. All shelves should always 
be clean and in order. There is no quicker 
way to lose money than to order titles or 
lose sales because one book title is hidden 
behind some other. ‘Too many retailers 
spend so much time doing trivial things 
that they neglect their greatest job— 
watching stock. 

By knowing what new titles are coming 
out every month, stock can be prevented 
from becoming too large. A careful study 
over a period of several years in the busi- 
ness convinces me that new titles never 
should aggregate over 1/3 of the total 
business in a month. The first time a re- 
print is received it is a new title. If a 
shop does $2,000 worth of business in a 
month it is easy to assume that the $2,000 . 
worth of new titles coming in during the 
month will not cause the stock to become 
too heavy. This would be correct if it 
were not for the reorders. Reorders will 
run 2/3 of the total purchases. Buying 
too heavily of new titles will cut down the 
possibilities of reordering. No one in the 
book business knows how much any trade 
title will sell in advance. Buy in 5’s or 
10’s if you think the book will sell at all 
—or 1’s. A few titles will be so important 
that 25’s will be justified—but these are 
few even for the largest stores. Initial 
hundreds except for reprints and juveniles 
are unheard of except in the very largest 
stores. 

No good buyer ever buys for discounts— 
he buys books that will sell. If a book is 
an outstanding success have the stock of 
other titles so low that it will be possible 
to keep reordering without increasing the 
stock. If booksellers will only appreciate 
the importance of leaving 2/3 of their buy- 
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ing power to reorders their troubles with 
overstock will be largely eliminated. Let 
us suppose again that a shop does a busi- 
ness of $2,000 a month. Reorders are 
found to amount to 2/3, then if stock or- 
ders amounting to $2,000 are placed in 
advance and the business runs as it always 
does, then the shop manager will either lose 
sales or he must reorder $1,333 worth of 
stock. If he does the latter then his stock 
will be just that much too heavy. 

It is this lack of appreciation of the im- 
portance of reorders that leads to chronic 
overstocks. Decide on a fair figure for 
the total amount of stock you will carry 
and follow sane buying methods and there 
need be no sweating over chronic over- 
stocks. When the stock gets above the 
fair normal, the best thing to do is to con- 
tinue reordering but to cut down on buy- 
ing any new title which is not a sure fire 
bet. In a short time there will be no 
overstock. Never stop reorders or it will 
be necessary to stop business. ‘This full 
understanding of the importance of con- 
sidering reorders and of leaving 2/3 of 
the budget for reorders is the most im- 
portant principle that I can possibly ad- 
vance. It has never been considered as 
fully as it should be. So far as I know 
it is not included in the system of any 
bookshop, in a definite well-thought out 


way.

A welter of figures has been offered 
showing the advantages of turnover. If 
all of the opinions advanced were correct 
then one would think that only organiza- 
tions having enormous turnovers would be 
very profitable. ‘This is incorrect, as will 
be shown. Assuming a 33% mark-up 
which is fair, after carriage, for the book 
business and 6% interest plus 1% for 
taxes and insurance, it costs the following 
% of retail selling price to carry merchan- 
dise: 

I turns 4% 

14 turns 3.1% 
2 turns 2.3% 
3 turns 1.5% 
4 turns 1.2% 


It can be seen by this table that it is 
important to have a turnover of not less 
than 3 times. As it increases over 3 the 
actual savings in carrying charges alone 
will not be great. A zeal for too rapid 
a turnover may make for lost sales and 
increased carriage which will more than 
offset any gain in operation savings. 

The typical stock turn for department 
stores is 3.3 times. Larger turnover can 
be achieved in grocery stores where there 
are local sources of supply and staple de- 
mands. <A turn of three times is very 
satisfactory for a bookshop but it should 
not be less. 


In the Bookmarket 


HE publishers’ time is not entirely 

devoted to wondering whether a 

book, if published, will sell or not. 
Occasionally time is spent on wondering 
why a book didn’t sell and sometimes 
why, the book having been published and 
lain dormant for several months, there 
is a sudden demand for the title. Simon 
and Schuster who had that amiable ex- 
perience of latter-day ascent with “The 
Art of Thinking,” could trace the first 
signs of activity to John Dewey’s review 
in The Saturday Review of Literature. 
Brewer and Warren, whose “Modern 
Conversation” by Barrington Hall after 
an unexpectedly quiet debut has begun 
to move all round the country, can’t 


trace the sudden interest to review or 
lecture. ‘They merely know that seven 
bookshops in Boston wrote, wired and 
telephoned re-orders simultaneously and at 
the same time that New York bookshops 
and those scattered in every direction (three 
in Kansas City for instance) began to 
show interest in Mr. Hall’s title. With- 
out any review by Dr. Dewey to point to, 
the publishers are somewhat non-plussed, 
but nevertheless happy, about the book’s

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Literary Therapeutics 


A Philadelphia Lawyer Finds Himself Becoming a Consulting 
Specialist on Reading Habits for the Over-burdened 


FTER a long and active public and 
A business life in Philadelphia, dur- 
ing which time books and reading 
became his most personal interest, Robert 
D. Dripps of Germantown, finds himself, 
without any planning on his own part, in 
the position of a professional adviser on 
reading, perhaps the only one of this éxact 
kind in the country. 

A few years ago Dr. Edward W. West- 
burg of the Institute of Mental Hygiene 
in Philadelphia, in his study of the many 
cases brought to his attention for psycho- 
therapeutic treatment, found that what 
many of the people needed was a new line 
of interest. He believed that such new 
interest could best develop from books. He 
found among professional and business peo- 
ple who came to him only very perfunc- 
tory reading interest or reading interest 
of a very limited nature. It so happened 
that he had had many interesting book 
talks with Robert D. Dripps, who had 
been active in civic affairs in Philadelphia, 
who had a large library and an unquench- 
able enthusiasm for reading. He sent his 
cases to Mr. Dripps, and gradually this 
position as adviser assumed the greater 
parts of Mr. Dripps’ time. 

During these years he has had contacts 
with executives, major and minor, with 
bankers, college men and women and those 
who have never been to college, tired busi- 
ness men, college graduates who needed 
waking up, one-track minds, etc., and as 
one person out of twenty-six is subject to 
a mental breakdown at one time or an- 
other that may lead him to need consulta- 
tion with a mental practitioner, there will 
apparently be no lack of cases. Mr. 
Dripps says that his first objective in such 
cases is to find the reading interests that 
will fill in the clients’ backgrounds; sec- 
ond, to discover their latent enthusiasms 


and give them more to feed on; third, to 
give their reading direction; fourth, to 
teach them how to read; fifth, to enlarge 
the horizon especially if they be business 
men, so that they may better enjoy their 
contacts with other people; sixth, to supply 
books that may be a means of escape in 
case of a difficult and baffling mental 
crisis. 

Mr. Dripps has a library of 15,000 
books, and has delved into almost every 
field of general literature. New books as 
they come out are especially studied and 
additions are made to the collection — 
books of inspirational character that may 
be introductory to some particular subject, 
books of fiction and biography that can- 
not possibly be found depressing by any 
reader, and biographical books of charac- 
ter-building quality. 

One of his methods of finding the blind 
spots in a client’s past reading is by check- 
ing him on a list of a hundred leaders in 
various world activities,—not the leaders 
whom anyone might recognize but those 
that might be called the important second- 
string people. He asks his clients to check 
the recognizable names, and this enables 
him to suggest néw fields of reading that 
may broaden the client’s knowledge and 
increase his interest in what is going on in 
the world. 

Before taking up this kind of consultive 
work, which he now carries on from his 
home at 5906 Wayne Avenue, German- 
town, Mr. Dripps was well known as Di- 
rector of Public Safety in Philadelphia, 
under Mayor Blankenburg, as Executive 
Secretary of the Public Charities Associa- 
tion of Pennsylvania, Executive Secretary 
of the Philadelphia Council of Defense, 
Personal Executive for Wanamaker’s in 
Philadelphia, and staff member of the

Obituary Notes 


WILLIAM E. PULSIFER 


Wi111AM E. Putsirer, honorary chair- 
man of the board of directors of D. C. 
Heath & Co., died of pneumonia on Jan- 
uary 4th, in his home, 995 Fifth Avenue. 
He was in his seventy-ninth year. 

One of the pioneers in the modern edu- 
cational publishing business in America, 
Mr. Pulsifer was born in West Sumner, 
Me., April 16, 1852, the son of an old 
New England family. He studied at 
Bates College, Lewiston, Me. 

After serving as principal and superin- 
tendent of schools in Maine and Massa- 
chusetts, Mr. Pulsifer became New Eng- 
land manager for Ginn & Co., publishers. 
In 1889 he joined D. C. Heath & Co. He 
became a partner and opened an office in 
New York. Mr. Pulsifer served as treas- 
urer from 1896 to 1909 and as president 
from 1910 to 1927 when he retired with 
the title of honorary chairman of the 
board, 
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Under his direction the educational pub- 
lishing house expanded its activities to in- 
clude England, Japan, India, Australia 
South America and other parts of the 
world. 


He was a former president of the Union 
League Club of Brooklyn, a member of the 
National Republican Club, the Ardsley 
Country Club and a former president of 
the Graduate Club here. Mr. Pulsifer 
also was a member of the New York 
Genealogical Society, Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, the Society of Social Sci- 
ences and the American Geographical So- 
ciety. He was also president of the Maine 
Society of New York and a director of the 
National Association of Book Publishers. 
Mr. Pulsifer is survived by his wife, and a 
son and daughter. 


E. BARRINGTON 


Mrs. L. Apams Beck who achieved 
fame as a novelist under both her own 
name and under the nom de plume of EF. 
Barrington, died in Kyoto, Japan, on Janu- 
ary 3rd. 

L. Adams Beck began writing in 1919 
and immediately started to build an audi- 
ence. She was the daughter of the late 
Admiral John Moresby of the British 
Navy and a granddaughter of the late 
Admiral of the Fleet, Sir Fairfax Moresby. 
Though at one time a resident of Victoria, 
B. C., Mrs. Beck had for some time made 
her home in Japan. When Mrs. Beck 
first began writing she called herself L. 
Moresby, her maiden name, and her last 
book, completed only a short time before 
her death and not yet published, was signed 
with this name.

HE question of what to stock is 
undoubtedly the most important sin- 
gle buying problem confronting the 
bookseller. Its aspects are so numerous 
that one cannot treat of it in its totality; 
it must be broken into its component parts. 
We present in the following list an at- 
tempt to solve one portion of these parts— 
namely what five dollar books should one 
stock ? 

Five dollars is a respectable price to pay 
for a book—not too much surely, but 
enough to insure an honest, meaty, worth- 
while volume. This list of “fifty good 
five dollar books” lists biography, fiction, 


art, poetry, psychology, history, and so on. 
“The Complete Sherlock Holmes” and 
“The Complete Angler” each finds a place 
on the list for example, as does “The 
Golden Bough” and “The Letters of 
Henry Adams’—real books and worth- 
while books all of them. 

Well-made, attractive and in the major- 
ity of cases illustrated, and in every case 
in print, these books in a separate display 
should sell well and be a definite addition 
to any book shop. ‘They should answer 
automatically that perennial and often 
baffling question, “Oh, I’d like something 
for about five dollars.”

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Why Not All of Us Get Behind $5 Books?

OW that we have discussed all the 
N pro’s and con’s of dollar books 

why not get together on a real 
promotion of $5 books as merchandise? 

The $5 present is very popular. Next 
to $1 it is the most popular price in all 
gift lines. Many people give $5 gradua- 
tion presents, $5 birthday presents, $5 
wedding presents, $5 Valentine presents 
and other $5 presents. Also $5 is often 
the standard bridge prize present. 

We must be careful to keep up the 
amount of business. We can’t sell as 
much in $1 books to our better customers 
as we can in $2.50 and $5.00 books. We 
shall have to “trade up” as they call it in 
department stores in order to maintain and 
increase our volume of business. 

We have the books to start the push for 
$5 books now. I have in mind $5 books 
that are good looking, will be attractive to 
own, and are the type of books that will 
be excellent additions to readers’ libraries. 
Most of the titles listed are nearly uni- 
form in size and are “good merchandise” 
which means a lot of book for $5. 

Dodd, Mead has a number of excellent 
$5 books. ‘The titles in their Ebony Li- 
brary that sell for $5 are all very good 
examples of bookmaking—are books that 
sell for $5 on their merits. 

McBride has a number of good titles in- 
cluding the illustrated editions of Cabell’s 
“Jurgen” etc., and Clark’s “Anthologies 
of Short Stories, Short Novels, and Short 
Biographies.” 

There are a number of one-volume col- 
lected poems available. Then, too, there is 
the attractive one volume edition of “Jean- 
Christophe.” The $5 dictionaries are cer- 
tainly good merchandise and can be sold 
in any group of $5 books. There are three 
good ones to offer. 

Promote $5 books in the same manner 
as $1 books. There is no essential differ- 
ence. Sell them as books worth owning— 
as books to add to one’s library, as books 
to give away. Place a window of books 


at $5 during the best gift seasons. It is 
surprising to see the returns. Have a table 
of these items most of the time. It does 
not take many sales a day to justify the 
existence of such a table. 

Department stores can do much more 
with $5 books than they have. It is the 
department store that has benefited most by 
the $1 book craze. The department store 
knows how to buy and sell in quantities, 
The book store right now needs something 
to take the place of some of the business 
it has lost due to the increase in the sales 
of $1 books. 

The trouble with most plans for help- 
ing the book business is that they need a 
lot of money to start them going. We have 
many good $5 books that deserve a wider 
sale. If we retailers will get busy and 
increase our sales of $5 books by giving 
them half of the attention that we have 
given to $1 books we can turn the tide. 
How can we expect people to buy books 
that are excellent examples of the printer’s 
art, if we don’t stock them? In many 
cities it is impossible to find a good selec- 
tion of these books. 

Here is the way for an individual book- 
seller to start. Sit down and list all of 
the good $5 books that should be in stock. 
As these sell more can be added. ‘There 
is no reason why they have to be ordered 
in lots of 10. 

The retailer makes a good profit on 
$5 books. Also if there is created a 
demand for $5 books there is absolutely 
no limit to the amount of titles that can 
be offered at this price. Books that now 
sell for $6 and up to $10 a volume can 
easily be sold for $5 if there is sufficient 
demand. 

Let us not neglect the dollar books but 
above all things don’t give the public the 
impression that they can’t buy good books 
for more than $1. Every customer that 
is educated to spend $5 is that much gain. 
There are plenty of people just waiting 
for the chance to buy good books. 
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Merriam’s 100th Birthday 


Charles Merriam, young and enter- 

prising printers of western Massachu- 
setts, set up business as retail booksellers 
in Springfield. They began publishing in 
4 modest way, notably an admirable series 
of school readers—the “Child’s Guide,” 
“Village Reader,” etc. But it was not un- 
til the death of Noah Webster in 1843 
that the two brothers acquired that pub- 
lishing property which has made the name 
of G. & C. Merriam Company known the 
world over. 

Noah Webster’s “An American Diction- 
ary of the English Language,” over which 
this scholar had labored for twenty years, 
had made its first appearance in 1828, in 
two quarto volumes, at $20 (a ““Compendi- 
ous Dictionary” containing 38,000 words 
had been published in 1806). ‘The edition 
of 2500 copies with its then unpopular 
“American” eccentricities in spelling was 
sufficient to last for thirteen years. The 
second edition in 1841 was also unsuccess- 
ful and in 1843, at Webster’s death, his 
magnum opus was left “lying stranded like 
Robinson Crusoe’s boat, a vessel too big 
for the builder to launch,” in the words of 
one of the Merriams. 

The purchase of Webster’s book by the 
Merriams (including the unsold edition 
and the publishing right) marked an alli- 
ance of business’ and scholarship which 
since 1847, when the full work, revised 
and re-edited to suit the public’s want, 
was brought out in one volume for $6, has 
never lost public favor. ‘The Merriams 
had entered upon a long and steadily suc- 
cessful career of dictionary-making. 

It is interesting to note that when the 
Merriams bought the copyright for the 
dictionary they also took over the Abridg- 
ments of the large book and the very fa- 
mous Speller. The right to make the 
speller Noah Webster had given to small 
country printers who made and sold hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies. The small 
royalty, of about one-half cent per copy, 
gave him an income of somewhere in the 
vicinity of $5,000. a year. It was this 
steady income that enabled Webster to 
devote his time to his dictionary. It is 


| : was in 1831 that George and 


said that over 70,000,000 copies of the 
Speller were sold by 1890. By leasing the 
Speller and the Abridgments to other 
houses the Merriams were able to con- 
centrate their whole energy on the large 
book. 

In 1850 it was proposed in the Massa- 
chusetts legislature that a copy of Web- 
ster’s large dictionary be placed in every 
district school. Soon after, New York State 
placed 10,000 copies of Webster in its 
schools and thus began its country-wide 
acceptance as a school standard. In 1859 
the Merriams introduced for the first time 
in any dictionary supplementary sections 
of classified illustrations, new words, tables 
of synonyms, features now recognized as 
essential to a dictionary. This expansion 
was occasioned as much as anything else 
by the announcement that the Worcester 
Dictionary would be published as an illus- 
trated quarto and the Merriams had their 
enlarged edition ready well in advance of 
the new Worcester. At this time an ap- 
propriate post scriptum to the prayers of 
one of the Merriams was “Thank God 
for Worcester!” 

The Merriams were one of the first 
American firms to use illustrated display 
advertising. It had always been their firm 
conviction that a business should advertise 
extensively in bad times as well as in good 
—a conviction which they still seem to hold 
as evidenced by the large double-column 
illustrated Merriam ads which have been 
appearing regularly these last few months 
in newspapers and periodicals all over the 
country. ~~ 

Merriam’s Webster has gone through 
a series of revisions. ‘The first great one 
came to fruition under the editorship of 
Professor Noah Porter of Yale College, in 
1864. It was known as “The Un- 
abridged,” its predecessor of 1847 being 
withdrawn from the market. The Web- 
ster’s International Dictionary, appearing 
in 1890, a revision costing over a third of 
a million dollars and taking over ten years, 
was in a way the climax of the special art 
of dictionary-making. In the words of 
President Eliot of Harvard, it was “a

ate information.” To this dictionary in 
1900 a Supplement of 25,000 new words 
and meanings was added; the tables of 
biography and geography were substan- 
tially made over in 1902 and always there 
has been a steady accession of improve- 
ments with no special announcement. The 
contributors to the Supplement in 1900 
included such specialists as President Rem- 
sen of Johns Hopkins University, Justice 
Brewer of the United States Supreme 
Court, General Greely of the United 
States Army, Professor Chittenden, direc- 


tor of the Sheffield Scientific School and 
Dudley Buck. The editor-in-chief was 
Dr. W. T. Harris, United States Com- 
missioner of Education. 

Webster’s New International, com- 
pletely re-edited and reset at the River 
side Press in Cambridge, appearing 10 
1909, has been perhaps the biggest event 
in Merriam History. ‘The successor to 
the International contains double the num- 
ber of former entries, mearly 450,000 in 


all, presented at a cost of more than $400,- 


ooo. Since the publication of the New 
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[International the editorial staff of the 
Merriam Company has been constantly at 
work improving and enlarging the work. 
Changes in the regular vocabulary have 
appeared in practically every printing of 
the book, to keep the information abreast 
of the times. The Pronouncing Gazeteer 
has been entirely reset at two different 
times to incorporate census changes, and 
important additions have been made to the 
Biographical Dictionary. Perhaps one of 
the most interesting features of the cur- 
rent work is the “New Words” section in 
which are included in some forty pages 
nearly 5,000 entries of new words and 
phrases that have recently come into the 
language. The series of authorized Abridg- 
ments is headed by Webster’s Collegiate 
Dictionary, which especially during the 
last six or seven years has, in the face of 
spirited competition, gone steadily ahead as 
the most generally accepted standard of 
its kind. 

The founders of the company, George 
and Charles Merriam, later took into 
partnership their younger brother, Homer 
Merriam. In 1877 O. M. Baker, trained 
as an educator and a school superintendent, 
and later as a representative of one of the 
largest schoolbook publishers in the United 
States, entered the concern, and an experi- 
enced and able bookseller, H. C. Rowley, 
came in two years later. The business was 
incorporated under Massachusetts laws as 
G. & C. Merriam Company, on April 10, 
1892. Homer Merriam retired from the 
presidency in 1904. The present president 
of the company is A. G. Baker, son of 
O. M. Baker, who succeeded H. C. Row- 
ley’s retirement in 1922. For a number 
of years past the active management of 
the company has been entrusted to A. G. 
Baker and R. C. Munroe, secretary of the 
company. 

The Merriam company has always done 
a great deal toward helping booksellers in- 
crease their sales of Merriam-Websters. 
Besides various brochures suggesting perti- 
nent points in the selling of dictionaries, 
window display contests are conducted, 
window display cards are issued to tie up 
with the Merriam display ads current in 
the season’s periodicals; after preliminary 
negotiations, college bookstores are sup- 
plied with store signs announcing the 
recommendation of the Merriam-Webster

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’ The Merriam Company possesses probably

The Home Book of Verse 


unique “Home Book of Verse” 

(Holt) had its inception about 
1900 when the author was lunching with 
Henry Holt. Mr. Stevenson remarked 
that he was compiling a collection of 
poems. Mr. Holt liked the idea and added 
that he had always wanted to publish a 
general anthology of poetry and hoped that 
Mr. Stevenson would undertake the edit- 
ing of such a volume. The magnitude of 
the work, coupled with tangles over copy- 
right and publishers’ demands occupied a 
period of twelve years, but finally Mr. 
Stevenson had the first edition ready for 
publication in the fall of 1912. He per- 
sonally selected every poem, decided where 
it should go, read all the proofs three or 
four times and prepared the indices with 
their 10,000 entries to be certain of their 
correctness. So great was the expense of 
the undertaking that the publishers feared 
that it would be a financial failure. Their 
fears must have been soon dispersed, for 
almost 25,000 copies of the book have been 
sold since 1912. Such a book was, in a

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previous collections such as that of Bryant, 
of Dana and of Coates. At each new 
printing, Mr. Stevenson took occasion to 
revise and make important additions. 

Originally published in eight-volume 
form, the year 1915 saw it appear in the 
popular one-vloume edition at $15 per 
copy. The book contained 4100 pages 
(India Paper) approximately 3500 poems 
under seven general headings and an ap- 
pendix containing some 25 poems in lan- 
guages other than English, with transla- 
tions elsewhere in the volume. 

Following the parent volume, Henry 
Holt & Company have published “The 
Home Book of Modern Verse” and “The 
Home Book of Verse for Young Folks,” 
edited by Mr. Stevenson, both ot which 
have had and are having a very substantial 
sale. A revised edition of “Ihe Home 
Book of Verse for Young Folks” was is- 
sued just a year ago. 


Business Books As Staple Stock 
A CERTAIN publisher recently issued 


a general business handbook eminently 
suited to stenographers and general busi- 
ness men. ‘The book created no stir on 
publication and it appeared to the pub- 
lisher that this publication was simply an- 
other mistake. Looking the book over, 
however, one could not help but realize 
that the book offered in compact form in- 
formation which would be very valuable 
to thousands of people all over the United 
States, providing it could be called to their 
attention. With the cooperation of some 
of the booktrade, the publisher worked out 
a plan to circularize the book extensively, 
in order to call it to the attention of spe- 
cific classes of people. ‘The sales record 
since that time shows that it has sold over 
26,000 copies and that approximately half 
of the sale could be attributed to purchases 
by doctors, directors, lawyers, bankers, ac- 
countants, engineers, merchants, stenogra- 
phers, etc. This book is representative of 
many others. 

Thus these books of more or less spe- 
cific appeal can undoubtedly be sold in 
very large quantities, provided that the 
booktrade will first ascertain the market 
to which they are especially adapted and 
then go out and develop that market, says 
this publisher. 


The Publishers’ Weekly 


The Oxford Book of Modern 
Verse 


OETRY is one of the best staple lines 
which the bookstore carries. The Ox- 
ford University Press writes us that the 
annual sale of “The Oxford Book of Eng- 
lish Verse” has increased in sales four times 
in the last ten years. The peak was reached 
last year, and the publishers feel that it 
only fell off slightly this year by reason of 
the general slump. When this book was 
first published in 1900, it received the cold- 
est of reviews and the sales were very 
small throughout the world, but its sales 
have grown steadily despite this. 

The same publisher tells of the steadily 
growing popularity of Chaucer. The Ox- 
ford Standard Author’s Chaucer in the last 
ten years has quadrupled its sales and re- 
mains a standard seller not only education- 
ally but generally. The same can be said 
for Keats and Shelley. A leading book- 
seller is quoted as saying the other day: 
‘If everyone who goes into the bookselling 
business were to realize that he can always 
sell Keats and Shelley, we would not be 
hearing of so many failures.” 

Of the poets on the Oxford list, Shakes- 
peare, Chaucer, Keats, Shelley and Byron 
aie the best sellers. 


‘‘Jean-Christophe”’ 


ROMAIN ROLLAND’S novel “Jean- 

Christophe,” published by Henry Holt 
& Company, has often been proclaimed 
the greatest novel of the twentieth century. 
While this judgment may perhaps be dis- 
puted by one critic or another, neverthe- 
less it ought to be highly pleasing to those 
buyers and booksellers who gloomily de- 
clare that the really good literature does 
not sell, to know that since its first appear- 
ance, in 1910, “Jean-Christophe” has sold 
over 60,000 copies. This is very much 
more than it seems on first consideration, 
for “Jean-Christophe” consists actually of 
three books issued separately and with a 
gap of several years between. The 60,000 
figure is for the entire work: 50,000 of 
each of the three separate volumes and 
10,000 of the one volume edition. In 1927 
the one volume edition was issued at $5 
and has since become a stock item in every 
bookstore. It is being constantly reprinted.

hero, it seems certain that Tom Saw- 
ver would carry the vote. In fact, the 
American Boy magazine recently made 
such a canvass and found that the most 
popular books among its readers were 
“Treasure Island,” “Tom Sawyer,” Huck- 
leberry Finn,” and “The Three Muske- 
teers,” in that order. 

Just what it would mean to bookselling 
to have “Tom Sawyer” offered at a popular 
price was evident, and the arrangements 
for such publication between Harper & 
Brothers and Grosset &£ Dunlap were so 
timed that the book had a whole year in 
which to gain cumulative headway, with 
the result that the selling campaign comes 
to the second year with 200,000 copies dis- 
tributed. 

“Tom Sawyer” was first published in 
1876. Its first large sale was by subscrip- 
tion, Curiously enough, the book was 
actually published six months earlier in 
Mngland. “Huckleberry Finn,” was nine 


| F a thousand American boys were to 


years later in coming out. “Huckleberry 
Finn,” while appealing strongly to boys, 
has been almost a greater favorite than 
“Tom Sawyer” with adults, but the fact 
that both of these sold so widely by sub- 
scription shows that they were bought for 
general family reading and not especially 
as children’s books. 

After a long association with the Amer- 
ican Publishing Company imprint, the book 
was transferred to the Harper list with the 
other books by Mark Twain, and on that 
list has become one of the mainstays of a 
great publishing business, thousands and 
thousands of copies going out each year in 
trade editions and subscription sets. So 
many copies are used in public library col- 
lections, it being on the shelves of prob- 
ably every central and each branch library 
in the country that it would be hard to 
realize that when the book first came out, 
because of its slang, it was looked on with 
suspicion by some librarians. However, 
the libraries have more than compensated 
for any early coolness toward the book,

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and far more children have read from bor- 
rowed copies than have ever had copies 
of their own. At the new price, however, 
the extension of ownership is possible, and 
few families would say they could not pay 
75c. for so beloved a book. 

The selling campaign for the reprint was 
fortunate, for the new, splendid Para- 
mount picture was released in the late fall 
of the year and the book thus given extra 
publicity. In order to bring more children 
back to the movies, the tie-up with book 
sales was very eagerly made by the pro- 
ducers, which probably accounts for the 
fact that in the fall a second 100,000 was 
quickly disposed of. Mr. Grosset tells in- 
teresting stories that have come to him 
about the rapidity of the sale. With the 


film in town, some dealers would get a 
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box of 100 copies of “Tom Sawyer” in the 
morning, and before the afternoon would 
have sold the whole number. 

With the distribution of the picture stil] 
going on it is reasonable to expect the sale 
to continue into another year, when new 
records may be possible, and, even the high- 
water mark in reprint books, which js 
around 500,000 copies, may well be 
reached. 

‘The Covered Wagon,” for instance, has 
sold over 500,000, backed by movie sup- 
port. “Ben Hur,” was increased half a 
million by the movies, bringing its total to 
over two millions; ‘Beau Geste” reached 
425,000; “The Virginian” well over the 
500,000 mark, has never been out of print 
since it was first put in the cheaper edition 
about twenty-five years ago. 


Story of the Cambridge Poets 


LMOST every bookseller carries on 
A his shelves the familiar volumes of 
the Cambridge Poets. They have 
stood there now so staunchly for almost 
forty years that the bookseller has, perhaps, 
come to take them pretty much for granted. 
But sometimes he must reflect what a his- 
tory of growing reputations, and of sink- 
ing reputations, of the faithfulness and 
fickleness of public favor the sales of these 
volumes tell. The Publishers’ Weekly re- 
flecting in this wise asked Houghton 
Mifflin to give some data about the sales 
of the series. 

Since 1893, when this series began, one 
must remember there has been a small re- 
naissance of interest in poetry and many 
new poets have arrived. In this time 
many new anthologies have been pub- 
lished which have increased the popularity 
of the younger poets. But the standard 
poets of the nineteenth century and earlier 
still go steadily on winning new friends. 
At the time the Cambridge Poets Series 
was projected, Houghton Mifflin, as the 
owners of the principal copyrights on the 
famous New England poets, were filling 
the need of new one-volume editions of 
these poets. The books were edited with 
authoritative care and printed in the most 


attractive form possible for a two-volume 
complete work. The format and binding 
which were worked out at the Riverside 
Press have never been changed; and it is a 
testimony to the care with which these 
books were planned to say that the books 
look as attractive on the shelves today as 
they ever did. The books were in pebble 
cloth, of different colors, although a de- 
mand developed strongly for the red, gilt 
top. Approximately one volume was 
added each year from 1893 to 1909, with 
occasionally two volumes in the same sea- 
son. . 
The volumes of the four American 
poets, Longfellow, Whittier, Holmes and 
Lowell were published early, but in 1895 
the publishers saw the possibilities of ex- 
tending the series to the English poets and 
began with one of the most voluminous of 
all poets, Robert Browning. This proved 
to be the most successful undertaking of 
the whole series and in thirty-five years 
197,000 copies have been sold, truly an 
extraordinary illustration of public inter- 
est in a great poet. Thirty-seven times 
has the book gone back to press for a new 
run. Other English poets followed year 
after year, and at last three others, Words- 
worth, Byron and Shakespeare offered the 
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same problem of bulk as the Browning 
volume. It would be interesting to see 
whether a lover of poetry could guess 
which poets have been most _ popular. 
After Browning’s assignment to first place, 
it would probably be easy to guess that 
Longfellow and Tennyson would follow. 
To illustrate the yearly demand, the fol- 
lowing list is given showing the order in 
which the poets sold in the best years, 
most of them from 1910 to 1913: Tenny- 
son, Browning, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Burns, Shakespeare, Milton, Shelley, Low- 
ell, Wordsworth, Keats, Byron, Scott, 
Holmes, Pope, Spenser, English and Scot- 
tish Popular Ballads; 4489 copies of one 
volume sold in the best year, while the 
least popular volume sold 427 copies. 
Even though the crest of demand was 
reached twenty years ago, it is rather sig- 
nificant that today there is not a single 
volume on the list that cannot be reprinted 
in an edition of 1000 and sold out in at 
least four or five years. Browning, who 
gave first place to Tennyson in the ban- 
ner year, is today the best-selling poet on 
the list in total sales, followed by Tenny- 
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son, Longfellow, Shelley, Keats, Shakes- 
peare, Milton, Byron, Whittier, Words. 
worth, Burns, Scott, Lowell, Pope, Spen- 
ser, Holmes, Elizabeth Barrett Browning, 
Dryden, Ballads. It is very interesting to 
see how Milton, perhaps encouraged by 
college demand, keeps to as high a place as 
he does. Dryden has never been a popular 
favorite, and Elizabeth Barrett Browning 
has gone not a little down the scale while 
her husband has remained at the top. 
How surprising this would seem to 
Robert Browning himself if he could have 
but known. 

‘That a series could have been so well 
planned as to hold its own over such a 
long period of years is an interesting ex- 
ample of publishing, and the publishers 
with their own press have been indeed for- 
tunate in finding such a suitable item for 
their list, as almost in any month some vol- 
ume or other can be put back for a new 
printing. Considering the totals reached, 
it is interesting that the first trade print- 
ing of Robert Browning was 1500 copies, 
while that of Elizabeth Barrett Browning 
was 3000. 


‘“’The Chevalier de Boufflers”’ 


he NE of the outstanding examples 
() from our experience of what a

As far as we can judge, our 
stock item books have decreased in sale 
during the past year to the extent of ap- 
proximately 35% of what they were in 
former years. 





“To go on with the story of “The 
Chevalier De Boufflers.” This book was 
published in 1916. In 1921, five years 
later, during my first year in the book busi- 
ness when I worked as a clerk up in the 
retail store, I came across this book one 
day in the following manner. At that 
time, there were a number of piles of books 
in the store which had been there for some 
time. This particular small pile of nine 
or ten books had apparently been there for 
four or five years. Someone was probably 
optimistic and thought that if they re- 
mained in the retail store, they would 
eventually be sold. To make room for 
new stock, I was cleaning these old books 
out because a number of them had not 
sold and never would sell, and the clerks 
and customers, too, avoided them is if they 
were poison. A long stay in the store had 
not made them look very attractive on the 


outside. 
“Out of curiosity, I opened the book to 
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see what it was before sending the copies 
back. I became interested in the first page 
and took the book home that night to read. 
I found more enjoyment in this book than 
almost any book I had ever read before 
and also than almost any other book I have 
read since. Instead of sending it back to 
the warehouse, I got some new jackets for 
the copies we had in the store and began 
to recommend it to some of my customers. 
They, in turn, became just as enthusiastic 
about it as I was, and soon this enthusiasm 
spread to the other clerks and to their cus- 
tomers. 

“The history of the book was that in 
the five years since it had been published, 
from 1916 to 1921, we had given away 
approximately 150 copies for review pur- 
poses and had sold a total of approximately 
320 copies. During the first year that I 
discovered this book, we sold approximately 
700 copies through our own retail store 
and as the. book gradually became known 
on the outside, about 300 copies through 
the rest of the trade throughout the coun- 
try. 

“Up to this time, the book had had no 
advertising. During the summer of 1922, 
Mr. Macrae, Sr., allowed me to try my 
hand at one of the first circulars I ever 
made. I made 10,000 circulars on this 
book and sent them out the first of Aug- 
ust. During the two months of June and 
July we had only sold about fifteen copies 
of the book; first of all, because we had 
already sold it to most of our customers, 
and in the second place because business 
was quite dull during those two months, 
especially for that type of book. During 
that entire Spring and up to August first 
the trade had bought about 200 copies. 
During the month of August, we sold 
through our store and through our retail 
mail order department about 150 copies 
of the book. But most extraordinary of all, 
we sold through the booktrade during the 
month of August about 900 copies of the 
book; and practically all of the orders 
were for single copies, not a single order 
being for more than three copies. (Cer- 
tainly in this one instance, the trade ob- 
tained the major part of the benefit of 
circular advertising. ) 

“During the fall of 1922 I wrote my 
first advertising copy and worked out my 
first advertising campaign, in connection 
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with this book. ‘The book had by this 
time become well known in the trade, and 
during 1922 we sold approximately 5,000 
copies. In the early spring of 1923, I left 
the retail end of the business and went into 
the wholesale. Among other things, I con- 
tinued my effort on this particular book; 
and during 1923 we sold 16,000 copies of 
“The Chevalier.’ 

“To date, this book has sold over 100,- 
OOO copies, and the book never had a sale 
as a new book. In fact, it was about as 
outstanding a failure as a new book as a 
publisher can hope to have. 

“During the period from 1922 to 1930 
bookstores all over the country, at various 
times and at various seasons have worked 
on this particular book, obtaining for them- 
selves a larger sale at a better profit than 
they make on most of the new books. Petti- 
bone McLean comes to mind as one of the 
firms that worked with such outstanding 
success on this particular book. Now, of 
course, most of the wide-awake retail out- 
lets have worked this book in a big way 
and continue to stock it and obtain a year- 
around sale on the book which makes it 
our leader in the stock item field.” 


Dickens’ Sales 
HOMAS NELSON AND SONS 


had on hand, a while ago, between nine 
and ten thousand separate volumes of a 
special set of Dickens, which could not be 
made up into complete sets because two or 
three volumes were entirely sold out. They 
disposed of these Dickens volumes to a 
jobber, and in two weeks’ time there was 
not one of these books to be obtained in 
the stores which were supplied with them. 
“This is a wonderful showing,” comments 
the publisher, ‘“‘for the old classics, and a 
refutation of the idea that the classics do 
not sell.” 


Posthumous Success 


H H. MUNRO died in the war, in 

* 1916, but the Saki cult has grown 
steadily. Those who belong feel that they 
have a personal bond with every other en- 
thusiast. 

When Mr. Huebsch and Mr. Guinz- 
burg were abroad in 1926 they compared 
notes on their impression of these stories 
and were enthusiastic about developing the 
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American market for them. Contracting 
for three books but with options on others, 
they proceeded until seven small blue vol- 
umes had been successfully issued, which 
have now reached a total sale of 66,230 
copies. The biggest individual seller is 
“The Chronicles of Clovis” which has 
reached 14,000 copies. Now the volume 
of the collected short stories is finding its 
way into steady repeat orders, a staple in 
scores of bookshops and selling in December 
about 1000 copies. 

It is books of this kind that keep the 
classified fiction selling, and make the 
bookstore a pleasant browsing place.

500 Copies in 20 Minutes 


ERE’S a bookselling record for you— 

500 copies the first 20 minutes of pub- 
lication, and with a book burdened with 
the title: “Fruits of Philosophy or the Pri- 
vate Companion of Young Married People.” 
The incident is related in “The Passionate 
Pilgrim,” the biography of Annie Besant 
by Gertrude Marvin Williams which 
Coward-McCann are publishing January 
27. The book mentioned had been in cir- 
culation for forty years and sold 1,000 
copies. Mrs. Besant and her partner, 
Charles Bradlaugh, took it over, published 
a new edition, sold 500 copies in 20 min- 
utes and probably would have sold more 
had not the Queen’s officers come and 
carted them off to jail charged with cir- 
culating obscene literature. The innocu- 
ous philosophic title veiled a complete 
treatise on birth control. Besant and 


Bradlaugh after several appeals won their 
case and in three years sold 185,000 copies 


of the book. 
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The Radio Cyclopedia 


“THE Radio Cyclopedia” which firs; 

made its appearance from the F. J. 
Drake Company in 1927 is now ready in a 
new and larger edition. This volume has 
grown from an 875 page book with 1200 
illustrations to one of 1025 pages and 1400 
illustrations. A six dollar item this title 
has to date sold 26,000 copres. Another 
Drake book which is an excellent staple 
item is Samuel Welo’s “Letter and De- 
sign for Artists and Advertisers,’—a good 
book to display in the general art section. 
In three years it has sold 30,000 copies. 
Kroch’s International Bookstore in Chi- 
cago alone has sold 1,500 and always 
keeps it in stock. Drake is also announc- 
ing a new edition of the very successful 
(50,000 copies since 1924) “The Mixing 
of Colors and Paints” by Vanderwalker. 


Do They Read the Bible? 


ASSUMING that if people do not read 

their Bibles it is because of the difhi- 
culties of its form and language, the Chi- 
cago University Press in 1923 published 
“The New Testament: An American 
Translation” by Edgar J. Goodspeed, pro- 
fessor of Biblical and Patristic Greek at 
the University of Chicago. Since that 
time 85,342 copies of this modern version 
have been sold, exclusive of foreign trans- 
lations. Available in five sizes and bind- 
ings, perhaps the most popular and active 
edition of this book is the pocket size $1.00 
edition issued in January, 1925. It is an 
item on which the publishers count for a 
400 to 500 average monthly sale and as 
such must certainly take its place on the 
“staple” roster.

Lippincott’s Pronouncing Bio- 
graphical Dictionary of the World 


HE first edition of Lippincott’s Bio- 

graphical Dictionary appeared in 1870 
after ten years’ steady work on it by a 
corps of editors. The plan of the work in- 
cluded a complete dictionary of names of 
the Norse, Hindu and classic mythologies, 
as well as historical names. It also com- 
prised a complete system of pronunciation 
and biographical references. In order that 
no stone should be left unturned to make 
the job complete, the editor in chief, Dr. 
Joseph Thomas, was sent for a two years’ 
sojourn in Oriental countries. The result 
of these ambitious preparations was a vol- 
ume of 2300 royal octavo pages which 
made a book pre-eminent in its field from 
the day of publication. 

The poet, Oliver Wendell Holmes, de- 
clared of the volume, “The star of the 
first magnitude was not shorn of its radi- 
ance, and a scarcely visible spark was al- 
lowed its little glimmer.” Ralph Waldo 
Emerson said of the work, ‘This Diction- 
ary will be a necessity to every family 
library.” 

The Dictionary was put on_ the 
market in various bindings in two volumes 
as well as one volume, and has since been 
revised from time to time. There have 


been five revisions, the last having been in

Editions. Its Pitfalls and its 

Pleasures,” by Richard Curle, 
is a timely work that every active collector 
or dealer in first editions of American 
authors should own. It is a well-printed 
octavo volume of 221 pages, with 51 illus- 
trations mainly of bibliographical interest, 
and deals primarily with first principles. 
Its aim is not to deal with every book of 
the authors mentioned, but to clear up 
moot points, to demolish false theories, to 
present new discoveries, and in general to 
suggest sound rules for the collecting of 
American first editions of the classic period. 
This book and the information which it 
contains is very much needed at this time. 
It puts a great deal of sound and whole- 
some information into a most readable 
form and one who has anything to do with 
first editions of American authors will find 
not only interesting but invaluable. 


HE recent sale of the library of Lord 

Birkenhead in London attracted inter- 
national attention. The library contained 
about 10,000 volumes, including many sets, 
mainly first editions of nineteenth century 
English authors from Scott to Wells. 
These first editions were beautifully bound 
by the best English and French craftsmen 
in sumptous bindings. The entire collec- 
tion is reported to have brought about 
£6,000, and many of the sets did not bring 
enough to pay for the bindings. The Lon- 
don Times says that the library was beau- 
tifully bound, a joy to look at and possess, 
but the sale might furnish the text for an 
essay on “collecting wise and otherwise.” 
For instance, a set of the first editions of 
Sir Walter Scott’s Waverley Novels, 74 
vols, “uniformly bound in full yellow 
polished calf extra, full gilt backs,” etc., 
brought 90 guineas, or less than the cost of 
binding. This set included “Waverley”

first edition published in 1814, which 
brought £1,000 in original boards not long 
ago, and the first editions of the four 
series of “Tales of My Landlord,” in 
boards, which sold for £1,420 last July. 
The Times comes to the conclusion that 
these beautiful and costly bindings com- 
pletely spoiled these first editions of Scott, 
so far as value for the collector is con- 
cerned, for he does not want them even at 
a nominal price. 


CARL T. KELLER, 80 Federal Street, 

Boston, writes us as follows: “My 
friend, Charles H. Taylor of the Boston 
Globe, sent me page 2659 from your issue 
of December 13, marking a paragraph 
about Louis P. Thatcher’s book printed on 
cork. There is the suggestion that possi- 
bly this is the only book printed on cork. 
I thought that you and Mr. Thatcher 
might be interested to know that I have 
two complete editions of ‘Don Quixote,” 
each in two volumes, printed entirely on 
leaves of cork. The first edition of 52 
copies, in two volumes, was published in 
1905 by Eudaldo Canibell and printed in 
Feliu de Guixols. Volume I has XVIII 
plus 179 folios and Volume II has VII 
plus 196 folios. ‘The second edition was 
published in 1907 by Eudaldo Canibell in 
Barcelona. It is printed in double columns 
and the first volume has XV plus 148 
folios, and the second volume VII plus 
155 folios. Both editions are beautifully 
printed. As great an authority on printing 
and books as Professor George L. Kitt- 
redge of Harvard had never before seen 
books printed on cork.” 


[XN 1906 LeRoy Phillips published a “Bib- 

liography of the Writings of Henry 
James” in a limited edition, long since out 
of print, and commanding a premium many 
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times its original cost at auction sales. Mr. 
James was still writing at that time, 
and continued to write for a decade 
after this “Bibliography” was published. 
Mr. Phillips’s interest in Mr. James’ writ- 
ings continued and now we have “A Bib- 
liography of the Writings of Henry James” 
published by Coward-McCann, an octavo 
volume of 258 pages, as thorough a piece of 
bibliographical work as has come from the 
press in many a day. It describes in detail 
the American and English first editions of 
James, gives his contributions to books, 
prefaces, introductions, a translation, un- 
published dramatic works, collective edi- 
tions, contributions to periodicals, all made 
quickly available by excellent indexes. ‘The 
edition is limited to 500 copies for sale and 
is signed by the author, the typography 
being the work of Carl Purington Rollins. 


HE one-hundredth anniversary of the 

death of Sir Walter Scott will be cele- 
brated September 21, 1932, by Glasgow 
and all of Western Scotland. A commit- 
tee was recently organized in Glasgow, 
with the Lord Provost of the City Cham- 
bers as chairman, for raising funds and 
making plans for commemorating the anni- 
versary. ‘This region was the scene of 
much of Scott’s life and formed the rich 
background of many of his novels. ‘The 
celebration is to be a debt of gratitude for 
all his work in the interpretation of Scot- 
land to the world, and in making Scotland 
for her sons and daughters a land of poetry 
and romance. 


A MONUMENTAL reference work 

on the publishing of literature for 
children has just been issued in two vol- 
umes from Gumuchian & Cie, Paris. It is 
“Les Livres De L’Enfance du XVe au 
XIXe Siecle.” with a preface by Paul 
Gavault. Volume 1 describes in_biblio- 
graphical detail 6,251 old children’s books, 
and Volume 2 reproduces in facsimile a 
thousand items in collotype, hand-colored. 
There are 900 copies at 400 francs and 
100 copies on Holland paper at 700 francs. 
The work covers the production of all 
countries, including the United States, 
with full data on such authors as Aesop, 
Mrs. Barbauld, Maria Edgeworth, the 
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Brothers Grimm, Perrault, Peter Parley. 
etc., an index to the books printed by the 
Newberys and their associates, another one 
of United States imprints, and a list of the 
books consulted, which evidences how 
large is the literature on the subject of 
children’s books. In preparing the book. 
the publishers have made a great collection 
of children’s books which are offered fo; 
sale. A collection of such magnitude 
could seldom be made, and to have them 
recorded in such detail is a valuable con- 
tribution to bibliographical literature. 


"THE current Catalog, No. 552, of 

Maggs Bros., of London, comprises a 
selection of 933 lots, including choice books 
of a wide range and of special interest to 
the student and collector of typography. 
Among the different classifications are 
selections from the Aldine Press, Ameri- 
cana, bibliography, books on bookbinding, 
French, Italian, German and_ Spanish 
books, books about manuscripts, woodcut 
books, and publications of the Elzevir 
Press. ‘The catalog of 204 pages is fully 
indexed making its contents quickly avail- 
able for reference.
